HURT WHEN PLANE CRASHES 


Pilot of Huge Fokker and Unidentified 
Woman Among Dead — Accident Occurs 
Near New Market, N. J.

PLAINFIELD, NN. J., Sept. 17.— 
Six persons were killed today when 
a plane of the Reynolds Airways 
Co. crashed near New Market. 
Five others are in Muhlenberg Hos- 
pital, this city, in a serious condi- 
tion. 

The dead include the pilot, Harry 
Chandler, and an _ unidentified 
woman passenger.

ORCED BACK TO 
RELAND BY FOG 


Capt. Mac Intosh Gives Up 
Dublin-New York Ocean 
Cruise 300 Miles Off Gal- 


way Coast.

State, Sept. 17.—Another attempt 
to span the Atlantic on a non- 
stop flight from east to west has 
failed, but Without disaster. 

The monoplane Princess Xenia, 


owned by the. American tinplate 
heir, William B. Leeds and named 
for his Russian wife, came to a 
safe rest on Beale Strand near 
the mouth of the Shannon, six 
miles south of this seaside resort, 
last night after her pilots, Capt. 
Robert H. MacIntosh and James 
C. Fitzmaurice, had fought vainly 
with violent headwinds and blind- 
ing fog over the sea. 

Ballybunnion is apout 160 miles 
southwest of Dublin. It is south 
of the Shannon river on the County 
Kerry coast and is a favorite sea- 
side resort with a permanent 
population of several hundred. 

MacIntosh and Fitzmaurice were 
disappointed over the failure of 
their long-planned effort but, like 
their plane, were unscathed by the 
fight against the elements over 
the ocean and their forced return 
to land. They were in the air a 
little less than four and one-half 
hours, 

Good Progress Across Ireland. 

Leaving Baldonnel Field at 1:36 
o'clock yesterday afternoon they 
made good progress across Ireland 
only to encounter a 40-mile head- 
wind soon after passing out to sea 
over the Galway coast, 50 miles 
to the north of Ballybunnion. 

Then came a dense fog. They 
continued grimly for a time but, 
finding it impossible to steer a 
true compass course, they decided 
that best judgment dictated a re- 
turn, and at 4:58 p. m. turned 
back toward Ireland, emptying one 
gasoline tank to lessen the chance 
of a crash in landing. 

For an hour or more after re- 
gaining the coast they cruised to 
and fro at an extremely low alti- 
tude, peering through the mist and 
seeking a favorable landing place. 
Circling about and passing back 
and forth a number of times along 
the coast they at length brought 
their ship down at 6 p. m., on 
Beale Strand, and made their way 
to a hotel for a rest. 

The flyers estimate they had 
progressed perhaps 300 miles over 
the seams before they decided that 
continuance of the flight under the 
prevailing conditions would be dis- 
astrous. They had hoped to reach 
New York from Baldonnel Field 
by way of Newfoundland in 26 
hours. The plane carried 720 gal- 
lons of fuel for the attempt. 


DRY AGENTS HELD FOR KILLING

Course Averages $30,000 
a Night for 88 Nights. 


WELLSTON BUSINESS 
PROBABLY BETTER 


Few Need Pay to Get in 
Because Profit Comes

Competition between the Wells- 
ton and Ramona greyhound racing 
tracks in St. Louis County has 
grown so keen that the paid ad- 
mission gates are getting rusty and 
the pass gates are working over- 
time. Virtually anyone can  ob- 
tain a pass and thus have an op- 
portunity to bet his, or her, dollars 
on the dogs. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who 
visited both tracks last night found 
business boomipg. There were 
about 9000 persons at Weliston and 
7000 at Ramona. The paid admis- 
sions were few, but the dollars they 
wagered were many—and that is 


where the profit lies for the tracks. 
The Ramona track was having 
its eighty-eighth night of racing. 
The Wellston club was in its 
twelfth night, having been opened 
when the same interests closed the 
Madison greyhound track near Col- 
linsville, after running during the 
spring and summer. Races at both 
tracks are conducted six nights a 
week, there being no racing 6n 
Sundays, a concession to church 
and\ reform elements, 
$30,000 a Night in Bets. 
At) Ramona the attendance and 


betting nightly have averaged 5000 


and $30,000, respectively, accord- 
ing to Tony Foley, one of the own- 
ers. In 88 nights, therefore, 440,- 
000 persons have wagered $2,640,- 
000. The track's “takeout” (com- 
mission) on wagers handled’ would 
be $264,000 at 10 per cent, $528,000 
at 20 per cent. 

The crowds at Wellston have 


been somewhat iarger, perhaps 
7000 a night, and the betting has 
been in proportion. As an added 
inducement to get the crowds, au- 
tomobiles and electric refrigerators 
are “given away” nightly. 

There is no State regulation of 
the betting, and thus the bettor 
does not know what commision he 
is paying. However, it is stated 
at both tracks that the “takeout” 
is 10 per cent. Mrs. Owen PP. 
Smith, widow of the man who pat- 
ented the rabbit used at the Welis- 
ton track and numerous. other 
tracks in the United States, Can- 
ada and England, has a represen- 
tative stationed in the mutuel 
rooms at Wellston with instructions 
to see that 10 per cent is the limit. 
Her motive is not altogether phil- 
anthropic. As long as the tracks 
continue in public favor, her pat- 
ent royalties continue, but if the 
public is gouged and shuns the 
tracks, her patents become worth- 
less. 

In addition to the “takeout,” the 
two county tracks get “break- 
age.” Fans who “invest” in a dog 
and win a “refund’’—to use the 
technical terminology—are paid up 
to the last dime, but not the last 
cent. The “odds” on a winning 
dog. for instance, might indicate 
a profit of $2.69, but the sum paid 
would be $2.60. If the indicated 
profit were $2.61 or $2.62 or any 
other sum between $2.60 and 
$2.70. the sum paid would still be 
$2.60. 

Tracks Are Prospering. 

That the tracks are prospering 
is evident. Martin Hyland, presi- 
dent of the Wellston Kennel Club 
Corporation, refuses to discuss its 
business side for publication. Foley 
of the Ramona track speaks frank- 
ly. He says the Ramona owners 


have not made as much money as 
expected, but are content. The Ra- 
mona plant will be closed when 
cold weather comes, and will be 
improved and enlarged before the 
spring meeting opens.* 

The Wellston track will run on 
indefinitely as the East Side track 
did until] public sentiment made a 
move to Missouri! advisable.

Declaring that his “chief ¢on- 
cern” was the “supremacy of 
Democratic principles and pro- 
gréssive policies,” McAdoo gaid 
that “perhaps I can do more to 
advance these objects as a private 
citizen than as a candidate for the 
presidency.” | 

Prefers to Stand Aside. 

) “I prefer to stand aside,” he 
added, “in order that the fleld 
may be left clear, so far as I can 
clear it, for the development of a 
leadership that can moré effec- 
tively gain these ends. 

“I shall not, therefore, be a can- 
didate for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination in 1928.” 

In his letter McAdoo recalled 
the Madison Square Garden con- 
vention of three years ago, at 
which, on 91 ballots, he led the 
field of candidates, declaring that 
“if the Democratic situation should 
again develop it such a way as to 
cause a repetition of the incon- 
clusive and disastrous fight in the 
New York convention of 1924, it 
would be calomitoug and the party 
would be reduced again to impo- 
tence in a presidential contest.”

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Blood Test Relied on 
To Solve Baby Case

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Fingérprint Experts Also Asked by Cleveland

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.— 
While a heartbroken mother lay in 
a hospital here praying for the re- 
turn of her “son” as she nursed a 
baby girl, Judge Carl V. Weygandt 
looked forward to a_ conference 
Monday morning with masters of 
the medical profession to solve a 
tangle that would test the wisdom 
of a Solomon. 

The press of business in Common 
Pleas Court forced him to postpone 
a personal visit to the hospital un- 
til Monday. Last Saturday the 
tangle was brought to Judge Wey- 
gandt’s court when Sam Smith, 
father of the child, instituted 
habeas corpus proceedings demand- 
ing that Fairview Park Hospital 
officials be forced to return his 
child, “George Smith.” 

Mrs. Smith is nursing a baby girl 
which hospital officials claim is 
the child born to her Aug. 22. 
They also claim that the tangle re- 
sulted from a “clerical error’’ made 
at the hospical. But the doubt of 
a mother is not dispelled by their 
expianation, and the child's father 
vowed that he “would spend every 
penny I have to straighten out this 
tangle.” 

Grand Jury Inquiry Likely. 
Meantime. the possibility that 
the grand jury may be called upon 
to investigate the case was seen 
when County Prosecutor Stanton 
assured Charles F. McConnell, at- 
torney for Mrs. Smith, that “the 
grand jury will make an exhaustive 
inquiry without delay if there is 
the least bit of evidence of perjury 
or hint of criminality in the case.”

For eight days after the birth 
of the disputed child, nurses and 
doctors told Mrs. Smith she was 
the mother of a boy. She then 
discovered the child she had in her 
arms was a girl and hospital offi- 
cjals then explained it was a cleri- 
cal error. The same day Mrs. 
Smith’s baby was born two other 
women by the name of Smith gave 
birth to boy babies. 

Charge Shuffle of Babies. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sam Smith hold 
that there was a shuffle of babies 
and that hospital officials in some 
manner lost identification of their 
baby giving it to another mother 
while they received a girl in its 
place.

INDIGNANT GOSSIP 
LED 10.2 ARRESTS 
FOR GANG KILLING 


Been Slain With Alphonse 
Palazzolo Started Italian 
Tongues. 


Police have interfered rudely 
with the local tradition that gang- 
sters may avenge gang murder by 
killing the slayer without recourse 


to trial by jury. 

When Alphonse Palazzolo, no- 
torious gunman, was assassinated 
at Tenth and Wash streets a week 
ago yesterday, police were morally 
certain he was killed because of 
a belief in gang circles that he 
was responsible for the assassina- 
tion, Avg. 9, of Tony Russo and 
Vincent Spicuzza, on a road near 
Chicago, and the subsequent as- 
sassination in downtown St. Louis 
of Benjamin Giamanco. 

More than 30 men were arrest- 
ed only to be released because 
tangible evidence was lacking. It 
appeared the Palazzolo case, like 
previous gang homicides, would 
never reach the courts. and would 
have an echo only on some street 
corner where Palazzolo’s enemies 
might fall under fire. 

Held Without Bond. 

It so happened, however, that a 
10-year-old boy had been wound- 
ed slightly when Palazzolo was 
fired upon, and erroneous rumors 
spread through the downtown 
Italian district.that the boy had 
been killed: Indignation was rife 
over the boy’s reported death, and 
gossip blamed two Italians for the 
shooting: 

Investigation of the rumors re- 
sulted yesterday in the issuance of 
a warrant charging Joseph Bom- 
marito and Ralph Callico with the 
murder of Palazzolo. They are held 
without bond, and it is the inten- 
tion of the Circuit Attorney ‘o 
Place them on trial for their lives 
as soon as possible. In recent 
years no gangsters have been tried 
for gang murders. 

Police refused to disclose the 
nature of the evidence against the 
men, but it is understood there hag 
been an identification made. Names 
of witnesses are withheld, to pre- 
vent intimidation. 

Bommarito, known as ‘“Ba- 
nanas,” has been arrested often for 
carrying weapons, and now is ap- 
pealing from a two-year sentence 
Callico also has 
been arrested frequently. Both 
were friends of the slain “Shorty” 
Russo, and Callico was a pal of the 
slain Giamanco. 

Four Others Also Held. 

Also arrested yesterday were 
William Russo, brother of 
“Shorty”; his brother-in-lay, Tony 
Aiello; John Griffen, friend of 
Giamanco, and Tony De Tripini, 
half owner of the sugar storeroom 
in front of which Palazzolo was 
killed. De Tripini was wounded 
by a stray bullet then. When ar- 
rested last night, a clip of cart- 
ridges for an automatic pistol was 
found in his automobile. : 

It will be recalled that William 
Russo, a few minutes before Palaz- 
zolo was killed, rushed into the 
Carr Street Police Station and 
begged for protection. While he 
was there, Palazzolo was shot down 
a block away, and thus Russo has 
an alibi. Russo insists he knew 
nothing of the plans to kill Palaz- 
zolo. He says he sought refuge in 
the police station because he had 
heard there was to be a shooting, 
and he feared for his life.

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TWO DOWNTOWN 
RECOMMENDED 


Subcommittee Suggests 
Tracts South of East St. 
Louis or Near Bissell’s 


Point for Landing. 


Two “downtown” airports, one 
on land to be reclaimed along the 
North St. Louis river front and one 
in a farm area three miles south 


of the center of East St. Louis, 
are recommended by the technical 
sub-committee of the Municipal 
Airport Plan and Scope Committee, 
in its report submitted to the 
Mayor yesterday afternoon. 

The committee recommended the 
two plans not as alternatives, but 
as desirable. In addition, it urges 
that the city purchase land north 
of Lambert-St. Louis Field, as an 
extension of the field, and that it 
later acquire Lambert Field as a 
“roundhouse” for planes, and a 
center of aviation industries and 
schools. The East Side port could 
be placed in use much sooner than 
that in North St, Louis, as the lat- 
ter must be taken from the Mis- 
sissippi's bed. 

The East Side tract is southwest 
of the Illinois Central tracks and 
southeast of tracks of the Missouri 
Pacific’s eastern division, and is 
reached by upper Cahokia road. A 
street car line runs near the north- 
west corner. It is approximately 
a mile square, and is mostly level, 
though having some low ground 
which could be filled in. Goose 
Lake was formerly on the tract, but 
was drained. The ground has nev- 
er been flooded from the Mississip- 
pi, so far as could be learned. 
Has Requisites for Landing Field. 

Setting forth its plan, which was 
based on a report by B. Russell 
Shaw, airport expert, the technical 
committee said: 

“The Illinois location has all the 
requisites for a municipal down- 
town landing field with railroads, 
street cars and hard roads, and 
within twenty minutes of our down- 
town district by actual trial. This 
land is under cultivation and is 
not subject to floods or high water. 
It is so shaped, almost square, as 
to allow runways in every direc- 
tion of over 5000 feet. It appears 
to be the best tract available for 
the purpose, and with sufficient 
area to allow the fast planes of 
the future, weighing from 15,000 
to *5,000 pounds, to land and take 
off. It is not_on the river, and 
therefore will not permit of a sea- 
plane landing field. Because of 
possibilities of amphibian planes 
capable of landing either on the 
water or on the land we recom- 
mend this proposition for first con- 
sideration as the most logical and 
practical site for a municipal land- 
ing field. 

“Mr. Shaw’s report also shows 
the possibility of reclaiming ap- 
proximately 2500 or more acres of 
land on the west side of the river 
extending north from Bissell’s 
Point to the south line. of the 
Chain of Rocks property. This re- 
claimed land would give St. Louis 
the finest airport in the world, and 
would in addition provide a park 
area. industrial district or resi- 
dential section. The project is at 
present under congideration by the 
City Plan Commission. 

“It would take some years to 
construct but in making this re- 
commendation we are looking 
ahead when in five years from now 
aerial transportation in all forms 
will be as common and as gen- 
eral as the railroads and the auto- 
mobile. Few cities are making 
adequate pro~ision beyond present. 
day needs. In this St. Louis has 
a great opportunity. We recom- 
mend that this proposition be 
taken up at once through proper 
channels with our city officials 
and the City Plan Commission. 

Lambert Field: Unsuited., 

“Tambert-St. Louis Field cannot 
be considered as a downtown 
landing field, but it should be en- 
larged and used as a base of oper- 
ations for air mail and passenger 
planes and as a “roundhouse” for 
the proposed downtown landing 
field. It is available for commer- 
cial aviation, would be an excellent 
site for aviation industries, an 
aviation school and for privately 
owned planes, exhibitions, West 
End landing field and for many 
other purposes. 

“The exjstence of this field as 
an aviation center is asured for 
the next seven years or until such 
time as the proposed North Side 
port can materialize. We recom- 
mend that Lambert Field be en- 
larged by the purchase by the city 
of 76 acres of adjoining land on 
the north. An option om this a,- 
joining jand has been secured unti) 
Dec. 15, 4927. This additional land 
is served by Bridgeton Station road 
on the west and the Wabash Rail- 
road on the north. It would be 
highly desirable for aviation in- 
dustries, several of which are con- 
sidering a St. Louis location. 

“To summarize this report, we 
recommend: 

“That the citizens and commer- 
cial interests of St. Louis join 
with those of East St. Louis in 
building a landing field on the Illi- 
nois site. 

“The immediate acquisition by 
the city, if possible, of the land 
adjoining Lambert Field on the 
north and the subsequent exercis- 
ing by the city of its option to 
purchase Lambert Field from the 
present owner at such time as that 
acquisition might be warranted 
either from municipal revenue or 
by a special bond issue.

The two airport sites were 
chosen by Shaw, and recommend- 
ed by him to the technical com- 
mittee, consisting of Albert Bond 
Lambert, Maj.

Alternative Site Proposed. 

In case the proposed East Side 
site cannot be obtained, Shaw sug- 
gests an alternative site west of 
Catrokia.

TOKIO, Sept. 17.—Reports re- 
ceived today by the newspaper Ho- 
chi state that the Japanese steam- 
ship Wusung Maru, reported yes- 
terday to have sunk with the loss 
of $00 working men, reached Ha- 
kodate safely on Sept. 4 after en- 
countering a heavy storm off the 
Kurile Islands. 

The newspaper says the ship, 
owned by the Kawasaki Steamship 
Co., lost only nine sailors, who 
were washed overboard during the 
storm. The steamer was carrying 
1000 coolie fishermen from Kam- 
chatka, Siberia, back to Japan. The 
dispatches say the storm was on 
Aug. 31. ‘

The unregulated dog races are a scan- 
dal. All unregulated racing is a scandal. 
absence of regulation that drove horse racing out of 
so many of the states. Only by the most obvious 
regulation has it ever been able to come back. 

Surely no sane person can believe that the unregu- 
lated dog races are good for the public. It is com- 
| monly supposed that the tracks take from 10 to 15 per 
cent of the money waged on the races. There is, how- 
ever, no one authorized to see that they limit them- 
selves to this percentage, They can make it as much 
as they like, and waa has human nature so changed 
that it does not take all it can get? 

The dog-racing tracks are plainly aware of their 
peril, They know that neither horse racing nor 
dog racing will be long tolerated without the pre- 
cautions which have been thrown around racing 
wherever it has beaten its way back, and they are 
frankly getting all they can while the getting is good. 
It is as certain that the next Legislature will fall 
upon dog racing as it is that the sun will rise tomor- 
row. No one in authority knows what the tracks are 
taking for their share, nor does anyone doubt that the 
public is being gouged. The county should be 
ashamed of itself to permit it. 

Unfortunately, St. Louls County has no shame. 

There is apparently nothing that it will not per- 
mit. If no other reason for joining city and county 
had been advanced, it would have been morally suffi- 
cient to have said thatthe county should be policed 
by the city. There may be other communities in the 
United States as lawless as the county is. There may 
be places where the authorities are as shamelessly in 
league with vice. There may be other communities 
as indifferent as it is to a veritable Roman holiday 
for the underworld. If so, we would hate to drive 
through them by night.

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THE ST. LAWRENCE AND THE MISSISSIPPI. 


After some years.of propagation, after frequent 
indorsement by officials of both Canada and the 
United States, after being accepted by the public of 
the two countries as a settled policy, the St. Law- 
rence Waterway appears at present to be approx!i- 
mately as near realization as it was the day it was 
conceived. To be more explicit, W. L. Mackenzie 
King, Canadian Prime Minister, has announced that 
his Government refuses to proceed with the project. 

The reasons assigned for this belated refusal are 
numerous eand varied. The newspaper owned by 
George P. Graham, a powerful member of the Cana- 
dian Senate, declares that the explanation is the 
lowering of lake levels by the Chicago drainage ca- 
nal, and the Montreal Gazette shares this belief. 
From Washington comes the rumor that the refusal 
of our Government to show interest in Prime Min- 
ister Ring’s proposals for reciprocity is at the bot- 
tom of Canada’s reluctance in the present affair. Mr. 
King’s own explanation is that his Government 
wishes more time to consider the proposed waterway. 

Though all of thege reasons no doubt play their 
part in the Canadian reluctance to proceed in the 
matter, they are unquestionably not the fundamental 
one. This, according to the most penetrating observ- 
ers, is the threat which the waterway holds for Ca- 
nadian railway, shipping and financial interests, and 
for the port of Montreal. These interests fear—and 
not without. good reason, eitherthat the realization 
of the St. Lawrence Waterway would mean that much 
of their business would be transferred to American 
railways, shipping lines and ports upon the Great 
Lakes. 

Obviously, this leaves the project in what appears 
like a stalemate. It has become an affair of Canadian 
politics, and nothing the United States can do will 
apparently be of much moment. But while many will 
«ssert that this is unfortunate, we believe that a lit- 
tle thought will indicate that it is not by any means 
an unmixed evil. To the friends of the Mississippi

In these 
days of bare knees and cobweb raiment, nudes, in the 
famous words of the London cab conductor, ain’t no 
treat at all.

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’ THEY STILL READ THEM. 
In the London Daily Express, a writer of books for 
boys lately hymned a mournful lay because, so he 
thought, boys could no longer be intrigued by the 
thrills which appealed to earlier generations. 
A few days afterwards a survey of what English 
boys were reading proved that this writer did not 
know what he was talking about. It showed that they 
were still reading detective stories, and that Sherlock 
Holmes was still their chief hero.

THE MISSOURI RIVER NEXT. 
From the Waterways Journal. 
HE first real comprehensive effort by 
the United States Government toward 
improvement of inland rivers was the ca- 


nalization of the Ohio River from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo. This work is rapidly near- 
ing completion and by the time another 12 
months has rolled around the Ohio River 
-—‘'La Belle Riviere’—will be slack watered 
for its entire length, approximately 1000 
miles. At the present writing, all of the 
locks and dams between Pittsburg and Hen- 
derson, Ky., are completed and are in use, 
and rapid progress is being made on the 
construction of the locks and dams in the 
lower end of the Ohio River, 

For a number of years, the Federal barge 
line between St. Louis and New Orleans 
has been in successful operation. In fact, 
80 much tonnage is now tendered, that the 
barge line cannot handle it all, and it wag 
recently necessary for shippers and barge 
line officials to hold a meeting for the pur- 
pose of alloting future space to individual 
shippers. 

The Upper Mississippi River Barge line 
operated by the Federal Barge line, is now 
in operation, The towboat S. 8S. Thorpe, 
the first boat to start in the St. Louis-St. 
Paul service, will have completed her maid- 
en trip by the time this issue is off the 
press. The second towboat, C. C. Webber, 
is en route down the Mississippi River and 
will complete her initial trip next week. 
The third towboat, Genera] Ashburn, ig ex- 
pected to leave Dubuque early next week 
for St. Louis. With boats and barges “built 
to fit the river” the Upper Mississippi proj- 
gct started out auspiciously, thereby prov- 
ing the assertion of the business interests 
along the upper Mississippi who furnished 
the funds to construct the towboats and 
barges, that that stream could be navigat- 
ed on less than five feet of water. 

The business men along the Missour!l 
should emulate the example set by those 
of the upper Mississippi, raise the necessary 
funds, build suitable towboats and barges 
and turn the plant over to the Federal 
Barge line to operate. It is said that over 
qne million dollars are being held in bank 
by Missouri River business men awaiting 
the United States Government to provide a 
6-foot channel in that stream. There is 
but four and a half feet of boating water 
in the upper Mississippi, yet towboats and 
barges “to fit the river” were bullt and are 
in operation. Pilots who have spent their 
lives on Missourl River emphatically state 
that they find four and a half feet in that 
stream, generally more, at least from Kan- 
sas City to the mouth. If business men in 
the Missouri River Valley want cheap 
freight retes, it looks to an outsider, as if 
they can obtain them by following the ex- 
ample set by the upper Mississippi River 
interests by building boats to operate .on 
the water now in Missouri River.

A GOOD SPENDER.

ROM one “end” of the world to the 


other, Rockefeller money is fighting 
disease. There is no room here to list or 
discuss the ways in which the Rockefelleg 
fortune is supporting science in its re- 
searches, art in its necessities and educa- 
tion in many fields not reached by public 
money. The Rockefeller benefactiong in 
1926 ranged all the way from the recon- 
struction of the cathedral at Rheims to 
nearly eight millions in social science re- 
search. The Rockefeller gifts, it is enough 
to say, have been made with rare wis- 
dom. To give away money without doing 
more harm than good is ag difficult as to 
get the money in the first place. 

This last gift of the junior Rockefeller 
is a brilliant climax to the long series of 
wise benefactions. There has collected at 
Geneva, in connection with the manifold 
labors of the League of Nations, a vast 
mass of literature bearing on the prob- 
lems under consideration. A great inter- 
national library is in process of accumu- 
lation there. It needs housing. A gift of 
$2,000,000 by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., for 
a library building at Geneva has been ac- 
cepted by the league, 

A better use for such an amount of 
money it would be hard to find. We are 
especially gratified that such a gift for 
such a purpose should come from an 
American. The exigencies of its internal 
politics has kept the United Stetes thus 
far from giving official support to the 
‘league on which turns the world’s hope for 
a world governed by justice rather than 
by international violence. If the Ameri- 
can government cannot help, the American 
people can. Mr. Rockefeller has nobly 
done his “bit.”

through the usual procedure of 
consulting with the judges, and if 
necessary a physician and a deci- 
sion would be required after that.”
